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Canada First

THE preliminary debate onthe var- 
ious pipe-line projects has now been 
completed and it might be well to take 
a brief glance at the import the con- 
struction would have on B. C., and 
particularly on the Cariboo District. 

In the fall of 1948 a representative 
of one of the proposed lines passed 
through Quesnel, displaying a map of 
a proposed line following the Fraser 
River all the way from Yellowhead to 
Vancouver. Naturally the prospect of 
cheap gas appealed to all along that 
route, but apparently in the scrimage 
that has developed in Ottawa this line 
has been relegated to the scrap heap. 

However, British Columbia is still 
to have the pipe-line, but instead of 
following the Fraser from Yellowhead 
the route as finally decided on will 
follow the valley of the North Thomp- 
son to Kamloops and thence South to 
Trail through the Okanagan, and 
thence through B.C. to Vancouver. 
From Vancouver the line may then be 
continued South of the border to Seattle, 
Tacoma and Portland. 

Alternative proposals would take 
the line from South Western Alberta 
through a small corner of B. C. , thence 
South of the border to Seattle with a 
branch line to Vancouver. 

The resulting discussion in the 
House of Commons met with strong 
opposition from the B.C. Members, 
arguing that once the gas was divert- 
edtothe U.S. A. , Canada would be at 
the mercy of our neighbours to the 
South and that ifthere were to develop 
any shortage the first place to feel that 
shortage would be Vancouver. This 
would result ina Canadian natural re- 
source (gas) providing power and heat 
to our good neighbours to the South 
before Canadian customers were sup- 
plied with this important element of 
power andheat. There was no object- 
ionto supplying our American neigh- 
bour with this Gas provided we did not 
permit them to be in the position of 
being able to choke off our supply 
should any shortage develop. The Gas, 
being a natural resource of Canada, 
Canada should have the first call on 
its own resource. 

Apparently the reason for the at- 
titude of the pipe-line promoters was 
quite logical as all these lines were 
being financed from New York with 
American capital. Reasonably, they 
were looking for the largest market 
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for their product and there can be no 
question that the population South of 
the American border and tributary to 
the pipe-line contains a much larger 
population and would therefore pro- 
vide more customers for their pro- 
duct. However, it would appear at 
present that the promoters will be ob- 
ligedto buildthe through line on Can- 
adian soil andfrom there any surplus 

product will goto our good neighbours 
to the South.

We cited a specific case wherein 
private initiative and enterprise was 
literally hamstrung in its effort to 
develop the Pine Pass coal resources- 
the same coal resources which our 
past and present Premier claim to be 
interested in developing. In this in- 
stance, through the flimsiest of tech- 
nicalities, (aland rental cheque which 
arrived past the due date) a ‘‘cease 
operations’’ order was issued, and 
Hasler Creek Coal Mines Ltd. - which 
had invested thousands of dollars in 
equipment, exploration and in mining 
some 5, 000 tons of coal - were left out 
in the cold WITHOUT ANY CLAIM 
WHATSOEVER ON THE PROPERTY 
IN WHICH ITS MONEY HAD BEEN 


For four years all efforts to have 
the permit renewed, failed. The reg- 
ulations are such that the investors 
have no recourse tothe courts despite 
how much of an investment is involved. 
The issuance, or denial of permits is 
ARBITRARILY decided by B. C.’s 
Coal and Petroleum Board. 

Two weeks after our March issue 
appeared onthe newsstands of British 
Columbia, with its exposé of the sit- 
uation, Mr. Gordon Wilson, principal 
shareholder of the coal mine, was 
called to Victoria where he was.in- 
formed that starting May Ist, 1950, his 
permit was to be ‘‘renewed’’. The ex— 
planation given by the C.&P. Board 
for their sudden change of heart after

HILE some three hundred species 


and varieties of ‘‘Pine’’ tree have, 


by various persons and at various 
times, been described, about a third 


of them are definitely accepted as valid. 


Of these about thirty-five species oc- 
cur in the United States; fifteen in 
Mexico, four follow the mountains into 
Nicaragua; there arethree inthe West 
Indies andnine ortenin Canada. They 
are very familiar in Europe where the 
“Scots Pine’”’ ranges freely from Fin- 
landinthe north to Spain and Sicily in 
the south and from the shores of the 
North Sea clear across Europe and 
Asiato Kamchatka. Others appear in 
the Himalayan Mountains such as the 
fragrant ‘‘Chir Pine’’ and thence, a- 
gain following the higher elevations, 
they penetrate south through Burma to 
the East Indies where the ‘‘Merkus’’ 
pine crosses the Equator. Some are 
to be found in North Africa and four of 
the approximately twelve Asiatic spe- 

With the exception of the venture- 
some ‘‘Merkus’’ Pine species, the 
Pines are not native to the Southern 


Hemisphere. Other genera, however, 


assumethename. The ‘‘Pan 
assumethe name. The ‘‘Parana Pjne’’ 
which provides seventy percent of 
Brazilian timber export, is an ‘‘Ar- 
aucaria.’’ So also are the ‘‘Norfolk 
Island, ’’the ‘‘Bunya, ’’the ‘‘Hoop’’ and 
the‘‘New Caledonia’’ Pines of the Ant- 
ipodes. The quaint ‘‘Screwpines’’ are 
actually of the hydrophytic 


The famous New Zealand‘‘Kauri Pine’’ 
is an ‘‘Agathis,’’ a genus which dis- 


plays broad leaves but still has cones. 


The Japanese ‘‘Umbrella Pine’’ is the 
sole representative of the monotypic 
genus, ‘‘Sciadopitys, ’’ while the Chin- 
‘ese ‘‘Water Pine’”’ is the late, last 


member of the genus, ‘‘Glyptostrobus, ’ 


which, as recently as the Pliocene 
Age, fifteen million years ago, far 
from being confined to China, grew 
all over the Northern Hemisphere in 
astonishing abundance. ‘‘Dacrydium’’ 
and ‘‘Podocarpus’’ are two further 
southern genera which have species 
frequently called ‘‘Pines’’ while spe- 
cies of the genus, ‘‘Callitris,’’ with 
greatly reduced foliage, go by the 


genus, 
‘“‘Pandanus’’ andarenot even conifers.

samename. Australia, incidently, al- 
so has the rather oddly named ‘‘She 
Pine’’ which is actually a Podocarp. 
Furthermore, in recent years 
beads have been added to the string of 
confusion by the introduction to the 
Southern Hemisphere of real, genuine 
Pines. Sometimes, thishas been done 
for purely ornamental purposes as by 
Botanical Garden suthorities seeking 
to increase the tally of their exotics. 
This is, perhaps, a relatively unim- 
portant matter but, in the economic 
field, wefind quite an imposing array 
of Pines doing as well or better intheir 
adopted countries than they ever did in 
their original homes. One of the illust- 
rations clearly demonstrates the 
astonishing difference in the growth 
of ‘‘Monterey Pine,’’ (P. radiata), in 
its native California and in the plan- 
tations of south-eastern Australia. A 
second shows that this same species

Probably, one of thefirst trees re- 
cognizedfor itsturpentine production 
was the Biblical ‘‘Terebinth Tree,’’ a 
broadleaved species of the genus, 
‘‘Pistacia, ’’ whence come all‘ Pistacio 
Nuts. ’ Nowadays, however, rosin and 
‘naval stores’ are generally assoc- 
iated with the ‘‘Pines’’ and, in par- 
ticular, withthe species of the South- 
ern United States, ‘‘ Longleaf ‘Pine, ’’ 
(P. palustris), and‘‘Slash Pine, ”’ (P. 
caribaea). Florida produces a quarter 
of the world’s supply, the whole United 
States about 65%. It has been roughly 
estimated that 100, 000, 000 trees con- 
tribute annually fifty cents worth of 
rosin apiece. France is the second 
highest world producer ~ maybe, about 
22% of the worldtotal -then Spain with 
about 7%. The ‘‘Cluster Pine, ’’ (P. 
pinaster), is the backbone of the in- 
dustry here while the ‘‘Aleppo Pine, ”’ 
(P. halepensis), the ‘‘Corsican Pine, ”’

(P. laricio) andthe ‘‘Stone Pine, ’’ (P. 

pinea), are also worked. Our pictures 
show various phases in the production 
of this viscous crop, in the Southern 
United States. Mechanical planters of 
the type shown are very satisfactory. 
Spraying the‘face’ of a tappedtree with 
a solution of sulphuric acid increases 
production and reduces labor by stim- 
ulating the flow without additional 
chipping. In the long view, it either 
increases the working life of the tree 
or, alternatively, reduces the nec- 
length of the ‘‘face, ’’thus preserving 
more of the best part of the tree for 
lumber when its working days are 
ended. 

The acidtreatment is being applied 
experimentally to the ‘‘Scots Pine, (P. 
sylvestris), in Russia. The results 
are apparently satisfactory although 
it is hard to make any definite state- 
ment while the process is still exper- 
imental and, secondly, while news 


from behind the ‘‘Iron Curtain, ’’ isnot - 


always entirely reliable. 

The ‘‘Merkus Pine, ’’ (P. merkusii), 
of south-east Asia, is consideredto be 
a good producer of ‘naval stores’ as 
well as arather handsome timber tree. 

A great variation in the growth of 
Pines according to location has al- 
ready been emphasized. They vary

roneous items have crept into the 
press reports, but now that it is all 
over; now that the Coroner’s Inquest 
and Inquiry are finished and we have 
talked with the rescued and the res- 
cuers, webelieve an accurate resume 
of the disaster may be attempted.

divides the watersheds of the Yukon 
and MacKenzie Rivers, reaching the 
Liard Post the same day. This country 
has never been surveyed and the exist- 
ing maps are very inaccurate. Martin 
had chartered the plane for a business 
tripto Oscar Anderson, the trader at 
Liard Post. On October 11th they left 
Liard Post, intending to fly back to 
Atlinby the same route, but whennear- 
ing the Height of Land, they encoun= 
tered a snow storm and Captain Burke 
decided to head over to the Liard River 
and follow the river for safety. Snow 
continued and they were forced to land 
onthe LiardRiver. The next day they 
took off, were inthe air about 15 min- 
utes, when they struck another snow 
storm and were again forced to land, 

this time puncturing their pontoons, so 
that they were unable to take off the 
following day. 

While they had material for patching 
the pontoons they were unable to get 
the plane out of the water to repair the 
damage. The following equipment and 
supplies were on board. 

2 eiderdown sleeping bags, summer 
weight, 

1 eiderdown sleeping bag, winter weight. 
1 single bitted axe. 

1 30-30 Winchester rifle and 12 shells. 
1 gas tin, knives, forks, cups and 
matches, 

5 pounds beans. 

5 pounds rice. 

3 tins bully beef. 

1 pound tea. 

3 pounds sugar. 

1 tin dry soup vegetable. 

1 tin dried potatoes. 

2 pounds butter. 

3 pounds raisins. 

6 chocolate bars.

with rafts. It was thought that there 
was no Indian or white man between 
their plane and Liard Post. Besides 
there was a food cache at Junkers 
Lake near the head of the Liard which 
Burke thought they could reach, and 
then continue to Wolf Lake where there 
were Indians. This cache was about 75 
miles from their plane, but Burke 
thought then that it was much closer. 
Kading would have gone down stream 
alone but there was but one axe and one 
rifle; they must stay together. They 
cut a message on a blazed tree near 
the plane reading: ‘‘Oct. 17th, left for 
Wolf Lake, badly in need of grub, 
Paddy, Bob, Emil.’’ With an arrow

pointing upstream. 

Wolf Lake was about 50 miles from 
the plane over the Height of Land, and 
nearly three times as far by way of the 
Liard River. The snow at that time 
was about 8 inches deep but more fell 
nearly every day. Tne party had no 
snowshoes and they were weak when 
they started, through insufficient food. 
They carriedthe sleeping bags, axe, 
gasoline can, dishes and the small 
amount of food left. The Liard River 
was not frozen over yet; there were 
precipitous banks, and often they were 
forced to climb hundreds of feet to 
make their way through narrow can- 
yons. They only made three or four 
miles per day andat night, crawled 
into their sleeping bags and lay in the 
snow withafew spruce bows beneath. 
At a point about 30 miles from the 
plane, Captain Burke played out and 
could go no further, so they made 
camp and stayed there. Food was all 
gone by October 24th, and from that 
date to November 15th, the only food 
they had was one fish duck and four 
pine squirrels. Kading hunted every 
day but the snow was so deep he couldnt 
get far from camp and they saw no 
fresh tracks of rabbits, grouse, or 
larger game. On November 15th a 
caribou wnadered near their camp and 
Emil Kading killed it with one shot. 
On this day Captain Burke took his last 
steps alone. He walked away from the 
fire and said, ‘‘Emil, I knew you were 
going to save us. ’’ and then he offered 
upaprayer. They broiled some of the 
liver and made soup for Burke but he

Houston to get New Hotel 
and Power 


By A. Sahonovitch 


OUSTON is one ofthe many small 
communities which dot the C. N. R. 
mainline running through central 
British Columbia to Canada’s north- 
western seaport of Prince Rupert. It 
came into being during the great rail- 
road-building and land boom era which 
swept the west forty years ago when 
the (then) Grand Trunk Pacific rails 


were being pushedtothe Pacific Coast. 


Like scores of similar settlements 
betweenthe Alberta boundary and the 
west coast, every twenty miles or so 
arailway station was built; a siding put 
in, andthe place givenaname. An op- 
timistic and enthusiastic west-ward 
bound population (plus the right pub- 
licity) was to magically transform 
each of these sidings into rich frontier 
towns surrounded by farms, ranches, 
mines and other evidences of man’s 
conquest over nature. Such was the 
dream of the railroad builders of forty 
five years ago. Thus a dozen towns 


In the winter time many settlers 
produce ties for the C.N.R. 
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andone small city quickly sprang into 
being along the new communication 
line; and dozens of these‘‘ stations’’ lay 
almost dormant for nearly forty years. 
Houston was one of them. 

Today Houston is one of the fastest 
growing communities in Central B.C. 
Within the past four years the popu- 
lation has quadrupled, numbering to- 
day well over a thousand for the 
greater Houston area, with better than 
200 names on the voters list. New 
homes and stores; a garage, anew 
school of modern design, a Forestry 
Department garage and offices, anda 
new church are a few of the buildings 
completed inthe past year or two. This 
year the B. C. Power Commission isto 
build a diesel-electric plant to supply 
the community with cheap electric

power - and to tup it off - a modern 
16 room hotel is well under way, sche- 
duled for completion by September. 

The community is situated on the 

south bank of the Bulkley River, ina 
broad valley as yet only sparsely set= 
tled. Principal crops are timothy seed 
and root vegetables, though in recent 
years Dutch immigrants have proven 
that excellent vegetable seed (turnip, 
cabbage and spinach) can be produced 
and district farmers are concentrat- 
ing on its production. There is an 
abundance of landanda move is under 
way to settle an additional 250 im- 
migrants from Holland in the valley 
within the next year or two. 

The immigrants, who are thrifty and 
industrious, take full advantage of what 
the country has to offer. After working 
their farms throughthe summer, they 
take jobs in the nearby lumber mills 
during the winter months, thus earning 
extra dollars so necessary to convert 
a ‘‘homestead’’ into a farm. 


In the mountains surrounding the 
valley there stands a wealth of virgin 
timber, and whereas farming is the 
backbone of any community, it is the 
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early 20s.

The following is the 10th of a series of excerpts 
from the historical volume entitled “British Columbia” 


by F.W. HOWAY and E.O.S. SCHOLEFIELD 


published in 1914 by the S.J. CLARKE Publishing Co. and now out of print 


HE first stage to Soda Creek was 

drivenby Mr. CharlesG. Major. 

It carried nine passengers, in- 
cluding Mrs. Florence Wilson, James 
Orr, Robert Stevenson, and H.M. 
Steele of the celebrated Steele claim. 
Mr. Major was not one of the regular 
drivers; he was the messenger in 
charge of Barnard’s express between 
Barkerville and Quesnel, and merely 
took the stage out on that occasion as 
he was on his way to Cariboo in the 
spring. Mr. Stephen Tingley, the best 
known driver in the colony, had gone 
on ahead with a large band of horses, 
leaving three or four at each station so 
as to afford the necessary relays. He 
took charge of the stage upon its re- 
turntrip and drove continuously from 
that time to 1897, during which time 
he rose steadily from driver to partner, 
to director, to manager, and at last 
became sole owner of the business, 
which was then known as the British 
Columbia Express. 

With the increase of business the 
stages were enlarged to six-horse co- 
aches. At first the custom was to drive 
from Yale to Spence’s Bridge (eighty 
miles) during the first day - the rate 
being only six or seven miles an hour; 
this occupied, with stoppages for cha— 
nging horses and for meals, some 
fourteen or fifteen hours. The next day 
the drive was from Spence’s Bridge to 
Clinton (fifty miles). There the stage 
from Cariboo was met, the passengers 
exchanged, andeachdriver set out on 
his return. After a time it was found 
advisable to drive the coaches stead- 
ily allnight. By this course, time was 
saved (asthe road was free from fre- 
ight wagons) and the exertion was 
easier upon the horses, especially in 
the summer. 

The best time made by special con- 
veyance from Yaleto Barkerville was 
in carrying Sergeants Lindsay and Mc- 
Murphy in charge of Berry the mur- 
derer. Onthat occasion the three hun- 
dred and eighty miles were covered in 
thirty hours’ continuous driving. The 
usual stage time over the same dis- 
tance was four days. Besides Mr. Tin- 
gley, other well known drivers upon 
the Cariboo road were James Hamil- 
ton, John Hamilton, W. A. Johnston, 
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and Wm. Humphreys. 

Closely connected with the express 
are the postal facilities of the time. 
Their root is inthe annual brigade and 
occasional express of the North West 
Company and the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany. Besides trading goods and the 
furs they carried letters and parcels 
to andfrom the inhabitants of the var- 
ious forts, thus forming for many 
years, the only links with the outside 
world. These facilities were extended 
to strangers without charge, until the 
Norway House Council, on June 7, 
1845, ordered that postage on letters 
from strangers shouldbe chargedwest 
of the Rocky Mountians. Letters to and 
from the Columbia River, not exceed- 
ing half an ounce, were to be trans— 
mitted for $1.00, with afurther charge 
of 25 cents for each succeeding half 
ounce. 

Until about 1850, the Norman Mor- 
rison, or other annual ship of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company for Vancouver Is- 
land, also carried letters, papers, and 
parcelsfrom England. But by reason 
of the gold excirement in California 
and the increase of settlement on the 
Columbia River and inthe vicinity, the 
United States Government organized 
aregular mail service to California, 
by way of the Isthmusof Panama. This 
was soon extended to Oregon, and later 
to Puget Sound ports. The mail for 
Vancouver Island thus reached Fort 
Vancouver and Olympia. A canoe 
manned by Indians and usually in char- 
ge of a Hudson’s Bay Company’s offi- 
cer would leave Victoria for Nesqually 
with despatches and letters. These 
would be forwarded by Dr. William F. 
Tolmie, who was in command there, 
or elsewhere, tocatch the mail stea- 
mer, andthe canoe would return with 
despatches and mail matter. Mr. Jos- 
eph W. McKay had charge of this ser- 
vice. Letters to andfrom England were 
usually from six weeks to two months 
in transit. 

Occasionally vessels bound for Pu- 
get Sound,for spars snd lumber,called 
at Victoria and thus afforded an opp- 
ortunity to forward letters. So, too, 
Her Majesty’s ships gave similar op- 
portunities. 

The letters were kept in the office

of Mr. Roderick Finlayson, the ac- 
countant of the Hudson’s Bay Company. 
The Legislative Assembly com- 
plained, in April, 1857, ‘‘that the gen- 
eral postoffice is conducted within a 
public building, and letters are ex- 
posed under conditions which the com- 
mittee does not deem safe. ’’ Governor 
Douglas answered that, ‘‘means should 
be provided for initiating a postal ser- 
vice, viz. , 500 pounds: 100 pounds for 
postmaster, 100 pounds for postoffice, 
and 300 pounds for carrying mails. ’’ 
The Legislature replied that there 
were no funds available, and ‘‘further 
that the letters were so few that they 
would not pay one-tenth of the contem- 
plated outlay, ’’ and then humbly ack- 
nowledged ‘‘the colony to beunder 


great obligations to the Hudson’s Bay © 


Company for the kind and liberal man- 
ner in which they have carried grat- 
uituously the letters from the Amer- 
ican shores to this island. ’’ The Gov- 
ernor, nevertheless, 
postoffice from the company’s pre- 

mises, erected a small building for 
the purpose, and installed Capt. Jas. 

Sangster, who was already pilot, har- 
bour-master, and collector of customs, 
as postmaster. He died in the following 
year and Mr, Wootton succeeded him. 

With the Fraser River excitement, 
Victoria became aregular port of call 
for all vessels from San Francisco. 
Mail communication became frequent 
not of right but by the kindness of the 
officials of the various steamers. 
Wells, Fargo & Co’s express car- 
riedletters regularly to Victoria and 
forwardedthem to the various mining 
bars. It was private, not public enter- 
prise that enabled these adventurers 
to keep in touch with the world. After 
1860 a subsidy was granted for carry- 
ing of mail to and from Victoria. 

The first colonial postage stamps 
came into existence in 1861.They were 
the same for both colonies. Their col- 
our was pink, and they bore a profile 
view of the Queen, super and subs- 
cribed ‘‘British Columbia and Van- 
couver Island. Two pence half penny. ”’ 
The decimal currency was introduced 
in Vancouver Island by act in 1862, and 
in 1865 new stamps of 5 and 10 cents 
values were issued. These stamps

bore the Queen’s profile and were su- 
perscribed ‘‘Vancouver Island, ’’ and 
the values in cents. The mainland issue 
had acentral V surmounted by a crown 
superscribed ‘‘British Columbia’’and 
the value markedin pence. After 1865, 
when the decimal system became the 
legal system in British Columbia, 

these stamps had their values printed 
upon them in cents. W.R. Spaulding 
was the first postmaster in British 
Columbia. He was appointed for New 
Westminster and bore the dignified 
title of Postmaster-General. 

The rates of postage imposed by 
Governor Douglas have been already 
given. In 1864, the first Postal Act 
of British Columbia was passed, 
whereby the rates were fixed as fol- 
lows: Between Victoria and New West- 
minster, 3d. for each half ounce; 
newspapers, 1d.; on all letters ar- 
riving in the colony, except those 
from Vancouver Island, 3 d. per half 
ounce in addition to the foreign postage 
between postoffices in the colony, 6d. 
per half ounce. 

After the union of the two colonies 
viz. , in1867, the rates of postage on 
letters were: From Vancouver Island 
to New Westminster, or any port of the 
colony, 5 cents;from Vancouver Island 
or New Westminster to Clinton or Sav- 
ona’s, 121/2 cents; beyond these 
places, 25 cents;between any two post- 
offices above Hope, Yale and Douglas, 
12 1/2 cents. 

If the letters were addressed to any 
foreign country they paid besides 
these amounts, afurther sumfor each 
half ounce, as follows: Aspinwall, 15 
cents; Australia via Panama, 30 cents; 
Austria, 35 cents; Belgium via France, 
47 cents; British North America, 15 
cents; Cape of Good Hope, 50 cents; 
Chili, 39 cents; Cuba, 40 cents; China 
25 cents; Denmark, 40 cents; France 
40 cents; Germany, 35 cents; Great 
Britain andIreland, 25 cents; Greece 
(by French mail), 65 cents; Holland 
via France, 47 cents; Mexico, 15 cents 
Norway, 43 cents; Panama, 15 cents 
Peru, 30cents; Poland, 40 cents;Por- 
tugal via England, 50 cents; Prussia, 
35 cents; Russia, 40 cents; Sandwich 
Islands, 25 cents; Spain via France, 
47 cents;Sweden, 40 cents;Switzerland 
(French mail), 50 cents; United States 
15 cents; British West Indies, 15 cents 
West Indies, 40 cents.

THE GOLD ESCORTS 


In one of his earliest addresses to 
the miners, Douglas had said: ‘‘As 
soon as good and trusty men are found, 
measures will be taken for the con- 
veyance and escort of gold from the 
minestothis place. Every miner will 
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give in his own sack and his own weight 
and have it addressed and sealedin his 
own presence, and get a receipt for a 
sack saidto contain so much gold dust. 
It will be deposited in the public trea- 
sury at Victoria and delivered to the 
owner on production of the deposit re- 
ceipt. There will be acharge made for 
the expense of conveyance, but that 
will be a small matter compared to 
the security of your property. ”’ 

Writing to Sir E. B. Lytton in Oct- 
ober, 1858, Douglas remarks that, 
though authorized by the Home Auth- 
orities, hehas not established a gold 
escort, owing to inability to obtain 
trustworthy officers. 

After much consideration, the Gov- 
ernor, in July, 1861, perfected his 
scheme and established the escort. 
Gold was to be conveyed to New West- 
minster from Douglas for 3d. anounce, 
from Lillooet for 6d. an ounce, from 
Williams Lake for 10d. an ounce, and 
from Quesnellefor 1s. an ounce, with 
corresponding rates for intermediate 
points. Unless transmitted for assay 
by the Government, a further charge 
of 3d. anounce after the expiration of 
the first month’s custody would be 
made. All dust must be tied up and 
sealed by the depositor. While all pre- 
cautions for the safe conveyance and 
custody would be taken, the Govern- 
ment would not hold itself responsible 
for loss of gold entrusted to its care. 

The escort was at once formed. 
Handsomely uniformed, well mounted, 
and thoroughly armed, the men pre- 
sented quite an imposing appearance. 
There were about a dozen in all, with 
a guardfrom the Royal Engineers. The 
gold boxes, in which the treasure was 
to be conveyed, resembled somewhat 
the mail furniture in England. The 
corps was incommand of Thomas E]l- 
wyn, with Philip Hankin as second. On 
the firsttrip, the escort only went as 
far as Lillooet, returning with $10, 000 
in gold dust. On the next trip it re- 
ached Williams Creek, but the miners 
would not patronize it owing to the Gov- 
ernment’s refusal to guarantee safe 
delivery. Ultimateiy, in order to ob- 
tain the goldfor transport, Mr. Elwyn 
gave his own personal guarantee. As 
a result, some $30,000 was brought 
down. The thirdtrip of the escort was 
only as far as Lillooet, from which 
place it brought but $10, 000. 

The experiment thus proved a com- 
plete failure. The rates charged were 
certainly very reasonable, were, 1n- 
deed, far below what ought to have been 
made for the service, but by reason 
of the failure of the Government to 
assume the liability for loss, the min- 
ers, as a whole, concluded either to 
bring their gold themselves or to in- 
trust it to the express companies which 
undertook to be responsible for it. The 
attempt cost the colony about $30, 000, 
and the total receipts were but $300. 

No endeavor was made to revive the 


escort in 1862, but in the spring of 
1863, an agitation arose in Victoria 
for its re-establishment. The immed- 
iate cause of this movement was the 
brutal murder and robbery, inthe pre- 
ceding summer, of three traders who 
were carrying some $12,000 from 
Cariboo. The formation of a branch 
of the Bank of British Columbia at 
Williams Creek was also a factor, as 
it was expected that the greater part 
of the gold produced there would find 
its way into that bank and thus provide 
the escort with something to do. At 
that time, Barnard’s express and 
Dietz & Nelson’s were bringing out 
from $5, 000 to $20,000 a week. The 
error inregardtothe charge for tran- 
sport was avoided on this occasion. 
Following somewhat the scale in vogue 
in Australia, where 12d. per ounce 
for one hundred and sixty-six miles 
the rate was now fixed at 50 cents an 
ounce, but still no guarantee against 
loss was to be given. 

The escort was re-formed in June, 
1863. It consisted of fifteen men moun- 
tedas before, with Mr. Thomas Elwyn 
again in command. As in 1861, its 
route was by way of Douglas and Lill- 
ooet. It was suggested that the escort 
might also carry the mails as soon as 
Mr. Barnard’s contract should expire, 
but when put into operation it was found 
altogether too slowto serve that pur- 
pose. Itsfirst trip to Williams Creek 
occupied six weeks, and it was en- 
trusted with $40, 000, while inthe same 
periodthe express brought down over 
$103,000. The cost of this trip was 
about $12, 000; its returns, only some 
$1, 250. Mr. Diller, one of the wealthy 
miners of Cariboo, came down about 
the same time with treasure to the a- 
mount of $75, 000, preferring his own 
guardianship rather than that of a gov- 
ernment which refused to assume res- 
ponsibility for loss. On the second 
trip, the escort carried about $95, 000 
of which $70, 000 was the property of 
the Bank of British Columbia. The 
time occupied,and the cost, were prac- 
tically the same as the former. The 
receipts were about $3, 000. The third 
trip showed $78, 000 in the custody of 
the escort, of which $63, 000 belonged 
to the Bank of British Columbia. Mr. 
MacDonald, who also had a branch 
bank at Williams Creek, and who han- 
dled fully as much gold as the other 
bank, refused to patronize the escort. 
That it didnot show better results was 
not owing to the scarcity of gold to be 
handled, for, atthe sametime, private 
persons andthe Barnard express were 
coming out with an average of $100,000 
a week. On the last trip the escort 
straggled along in two sections with 
but $68, 000. 

When the scheme had been first 
mooted, it was said that the cost of 
operation in 1863 would be $44, 000, 
while the earnings were estimated at 
$55,000. At the end of the season it 
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was foundthat the cost had been $60, 
000 and the earnings $90,000. The 
people complained bitterly of this loss 
in a venture for which there was no 
crying necessity and for which no re- 
quest had been made by the colony. 
The two gold escorts had been com- 
plete fiascoes and had piled up a loss 
of about $80, 000 ona young and strug- 
gling colony. 


THE OVERLAND PARTIES 
1862-3 


Reference has been made to the 
overlandjourneys to British Colum- 
biain 1862. Thisroute had been much 
advertised in England,and a fraudulent 
company - The British America Over - 
land Transit Company - actually sold 
tickets for conveyance by stage from 
St. Paulto Cariboo. Whenthey arrived 
at St. Paul the deluded purchasers 
learnedthat the sumptuous stage coa- 
ches were but a figment of imagination. 
The majority abandoned the journey, 
and, returning to England, success- 
fully prosecuted the company for fraud, 
The remainder joined a large exped- 
itionfrom Canada, which included 24 
from Queenstown, 21from St. Thomas 
19 from Huntingdon, 8 from Ottawa, 
7 from Toronto, 7 from Montreal, 7 
from Ogdensburg, N.Y., 7 from the 
Red River settlement, including Mrs. 
Augustus Schubert and three children, 
6 from Acton, 6 from Whitby, 6 from 
Waterloo, 5from Scarborough, 5from 
Goderich, 3from Chatham. With add- 
itions at Edmonton, it amountedto 150 
in all. Besides this large body, two 
other parties, numbering about 50, 
followed later. There was also a party 
- the Rennie party - composed of five 
persons. 

At Long Lake the main body was 
formedinto a sort of military organ- 
ization - each of the various contin- 
gents selecting a captain. As in the 
great American immigrations into 
Oregon and California, this body did 
not keep closely together, some por-

FTER slowing down as a result 

of last winter’s record two month 

cold spell, construction work at 
Columbia Cellulose Company’s vast 
$25,000,000.00 pulp mill at Prince 
Rupertis once more roaring along in 
high gear. Nearly one thousand men 
are working on a two and sometimes 
three shift basisto make up lost time 
and get construction proceeding ac- 
cording to schedule. The plant hums 
with activity. The staccato burp fo 
rivet guns reverberate throughout the 
maze of girders and crossbeams, 
trucks andcats slither through ankle- 
deep mud as the ground softens under 
Prince Rupert’s ample rainfall, and 
the giant cement mixer once again, 
pours out yard upon yard of coarse and 
fine concrete. 

When completed the plant will be one 
of the most modernin Canada, and the 
first devoted exclusively to the pro- 
duction of pulp for textiles and plastics. 
The plant is being built on Watson Is- 
land, about 11 miles from Prince Ru- 
pert. The locationis ideal, because a 
large wharf capable of handling deep- 
seafreighters jutsfrom the very plant 
site, and logs can be towed right to 
the mill. 

The plant is built entirely of steel 
andconcrete, in fact there won’t be a 
single foot of lumber in the huge pulp 
fe hi and storing building, a 
structure 884 feet long, 424 feet wide 
and 120 feet high. Besides this there 
are several other large structures, 
including a wood handling building 
where logs are chipped; a chip store- 
house where the wood chips are stored 
and screened, andalarge two-storey 
powerhouse. 

By April most of the thousands of 
tons of structural and reinforcing 
steel will have been erected; over 75% 
of the concrete poured and nearly all 
of the reinforced wall panels and roof 
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Steel finer otk of the digestor building. 


slabs prefabricated andin place. This 
will mark the end of the actual cons- 
truction program. Then will come the 
job of installing hundreds of pulp ma- 
chines and motors, pulling miles of 
electric wires through conduit piping, 
and finally ironing out the kinks and 
bugs that appear ineventhe most per- 
fect plans. When the main switch is 
finally thrown, the thousands of blue- 
prints will be well thumbed through as 
a best seller in a circulating library. 
The plant will be capable of turning out 
200 tons of pulp a day. 

Employment at the plant ranges 
from seven to eleven hundred, depend- 
ing on construction conditions. Four 
hundred of the men stay in a Company 
camp on the job, but the rest live in 
Prince Rupert, creating a housing 
shortage the equal of or better than 
any in B.C. When the plant in is op- 
erationit will create employment for 
several hundred, as well as providing 
jobs for hundreds of loggers. Land in 
the immediate area of the plant has 
been surveyed for a townsite in case 
any of the permanent employees 
choose to build their own home. 

For light and water the plant will be 
entirely self sufficient. Power will be 
provided by two steam turbine gener- 
ators delivering 15 000 porsepower, 
more thanthreetimes the amount re- 


quired to light the city of Prince Rupert. 


After spinning the turbines the steam 
will be piped throughout the plant to be 
used in pulp processing, andafter that 
utilized in the heating system. To pro- 
vide steam for the powerhouse, se- 
veral carloads of coal will be used 
daily, and it is possible the coal will 
come from mines in Northern B.C. 
The daily water requirment of the 
plant istremendous, infact it will use 
enough water to supply acity of 40 000. 
The water will be supplied by a pipe

line four feet in diameter with a daily 
carrying capacity of thirteen million 
gallons. The pipe line itself is a huge 
undertaking. It originates at a lake in’ 
the hills and snakes nearly six miles 
over rugged country, with almost a 
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mile of the line tunneled through solid 
rock. The line is made of wooden 
staves reinforced with iron bands and 
will be gravity fed. 


To provide limestone necessary for 
the operation of the mill the Company 
is developing aquarry on Smith Island, 
about three milesfrom Prince Rupert. 
Limestone is one of the elements used 
to make sulphurous acid, which inturn 
is used in ‘‘cooking’’ the pulp wood.

As well as its limestone requirments, © 


about 15, 000 tons of caustic and chlo- 
rine chemicals ayear will be brought 
by barge from Tacoma. 
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Company has taken leases on vast 
tracts of timber. In several of these 
areas advance camps have already 
been built and major logging operstion 
will get underway this spring. Full log 
production, however, will not be 
reached until 1951, with this year’s 
cut providing an inventory and log res- 
erve. 

Logs for the plant will come from 
the Bulkley, Skeena, Naas, and Kis- 
piox river valleys. Water transpor- 
tation will be used extensively, the 
timber being floated down the river 
in regular log drives.Inthis operation 
the Skeena wiil play an important role 
because from it ans its tributaries will 
come most of the pulpwood logs, and it 
will be the main river doan which the 
logs will be floated. This means that 
after alapse of forty years the Skeena 
will once again serve as an artery of 
commerce. The rivers are already 
being cleared of driftwood, snags, and 
other obstructions against which the 
logs might lodge andcreate costly and 
destructive jams. 

When the logs finally reach the river 
mouth they will be takento a salt water 
booming ground where they will be 
chained together to form a log-raft, 
or boom, and then towed by tug to the 
very log-haul of the mill. 

There will never be any danger of 
the plant closing for lack of timber be- 
cause the Company has leases on re- 
servesto last 200 years. Under their 
forest management license, the Com- 
pany is permittedto cut 1-100th of its 
timber areaeach year, then this area 
must be replanted. The second 1-100th 
of the area is then cut and also re- 
planted. Inthis way a perpetual timber 
yield is assured and there is no dep- 
letion of natural resources. 

Transforming wood from a bark- 
covered log to a sheet of snowwhite 
pulp involves the work of many com- 
plicated machines and highly skilled 
technicians, as wellas requiring vast 
quantities of water, sulphur, and var- 
ious chemicals. In broad terms the 
following is a general idea of the pro- 
cess: 

From the water the logs are hauled 
to the wood room. where the bark is 
stripped by powerful jets of water, and 
the knots removed by a machine that 
acts like a giant punch. The logis next 
fed to a chipper which is simply a 
huge wheel revolving at terrific speed. 
Mounted on this wheel are blades two 
feet long which quickly chop the log 
into a mass of chips. The chips are 
then screened to remove sawdust and 
small slivers and conveyed to one of 
six digestors. These digestors work 
onthe same principle as a pressure- 
cooker, except that sulphurous acid 
isusedinsteadof water. After the di- 
gestor is filled with some 25 tons of 
chips, steam isturnedon andthe chips 
are ‘‘cooked.’’ After cooking for six

to eight hours the mixture is piped to 
astructure calleda ‘‘blowpit.’’ Here 

the acid is drained off and the pulp 
screened and washed. Then follows 
from one to three stages of chlorine 
bleaching. On emerging from the ble- 
aching process, the pulp--asit is now 
called--looks like thick milk. It is 
next run into a storage tank and agi- 
tated to maintain a constant density. 

Finally the wet pulp is piped to the 
headboxona machine which removes 
excessive moisture, dries the pulp, 
and deliversitinlarge, white blotting 
paper like sheets. These sheets are 
baled like hay and taken to storage 


rooms. 

As a raw material, wood is far 
better than cotton for making Cell- 
ulose acetate--the manufactured mat- 
erial from which comes plastics, 
rayon yarns and other Celanese pro- 
ducts. A tree is virtually a big pack- 
age of Cellulose and provides more 
uniformity than cotton, which varies 
in quality from year to year, depend- 
ing on rainfall, typeof soil, and other 
conditions governing yearly crops. So 
far cotton has beenthe principal basis 
for rayon but this system may be 
changed when the plant at Prince Ru- 
pert commences production.

Inthe making of rayon, Celanese is 
superior inmany ways to cotton. Be- 
cause itisa manufactured product, it 
can be controlled and fashioned to fit 
textile requirements. The opposite is 


often true in the case of cotton and wool. 


The textile manufacturers have to 
bend their product to fit the fibre, 
which varies according to yearly 
growing conditions. For this reason 
the Cellulose plant will play an im- 
portant part in replacing cotton from 
the south as the principal basis for 
rayon. The plant has been specially 
designed to produce purified Cellulose 
which is then turned into textiles and 
plastics.

was too far gone, and on November 
20th about 6:30 p.m. he passed away 
while lying in the sleeping bag between 
Kading and Martin. 

Burke had almost given up hope by 
November 8th on which day he wrote 
a letter to his wife. He told Kading 
about a family ring that he had told 
his wife was to be for the eldest boy. 
The ring had been lost a day or two be- 
fore but Burke didn’t remember. Kad- 
ing reminded him of this and he said 
*‘T will burn the letter. ’’ But he never 
did. Two days after Burke died Kad- 
ing found the ring in camp. On Nov- 
ember 21st Kading and Martin made 
a logcerib and placed Burke’s body in 
it rolled up in his sleeping bag. They 
left anote inone of his boots strapped 
to a tree near the grave reading: 

‘‘Paddy Burke died November 20th, 

6:30 p.m. 1930, cause sickness from 

lack of food, having been 23 days 

without same. Please pardon our 
poor efforts as we are in a sinking 
condition. Expect to leave here to= 
morrow, Sunday November 23 for 

Wolf Lake following Liard River 

until Caribou Creek. Hope we can 

make same. Snow very deep and no 


snowshoes. Bob Martin, Emil Kading. 


The snow at that time was at least 
two feet deep and Burke and Kading 
only succeeded in getting about five 
miles further upthe Liard where they 
made their last camp. 

Uptothis time they had never seen 
a sign of a relief plane. It had never 
occured to any of them to make any 
ground marks to attract the notice of 
a passing plane, suchas rows of green 
trees set in the snow on a river bar, 
or a pyramid of trees, or a sleeping 


bag hung on a pole. At the deserted 
plane they made no attempt to put up 
groundmarks. The wings of the plane 
were soon covered with snow, which 
made it almost impossible to see. 
Neither Burke, Kading nor Martin had 
had any experience in woodcraft or 
hunting. They saw a fish in the river 
but could not contrive any way of mak- 
ing afish hook or line. An experienced 
woodsman could have made snowshoes 
from the skin of the caribou or with 
willows and strands of rope, but they 
did not attempt to do so not knowing 
how. 

The only signal they had planned for 
attracting the attention of a rescue 
plane was a smoke signal. On Nov- 
ember 24th a plane passed over, but 
caught them on the trail and before 
they could get a smoke signal going it 
was out of sight. Their camp was in 
large timber and it took quite a while 
for smoke to work up thru the trees. 
It didn’t occur to them to have a fire 
laid in the open along the river. On 
December 4th a plane passed again, 
they were unable to get the smoke up 
soon enough to signal it. Burke and 
Kading had now practically given up all 
hope. They had two shells left for the 
rifle and a very little caribou meat. 
Ina weak and hopeless condition they 
could barely rustle enough wood for 
the fire, and stayed in their sleeping 
bagsfrom3 p.m. whendarkness_ sets 
in, to about 10 a.m. Martinhadfrozen 
his toes. None of the party had extra 
socks or other clothing. They all wore 
leather shoes. Burke, their leader, lay 
in alog grave 5 miles down river. They 
had all done the best they knew. Paddy 
Burke to the last staggering along to 
help them bring in the wood, Bob 
Martin cutting trees and dragging 
them in, Emil Kading still looking in 
vainfor the wild meat that meant life

or death. No quarrels, -a few argu- 
ments, but onefor all and all for one. 
Taking one sleeping bag that would 
have meant extra warmthfor them, to 
shroudtheir deadcomrade.

What was the outside world doing to 
locate the missing party ? Winter came 
very early in the Yukon and Northern 
British Columbia that year, and at the 
time Burke was lost with his pontoon 
plane, many of the small lakes were 
frozen and some ice was running in the 
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Conditions 


rivers, It was what is known as ‘‘Be- 
tween seasons. ’’ Conditions were not 
safe for pontoons, wheelsor skis. The 
nearest plane in operation was the 
Treadwell Yukon Company’s plane 
‘Claire. ’’ Pilot Everett Wasson, op- 
erating between White Horse and Mayo 
When Mrs. Burke appealedtothe Air~ 
land Mfg. Co. Vancouver for help, thru 
the Gold Commissioner at Atlin, as 
soon as possible the Airland people 
started Pilot Renihan and two compan- 
ions up the coast. Renihan was last re- 
ported near Prince Rupert and no 
trace has been found of him after an 
international search by air and sea. 

Another plane was started, but after 
landing on Thutdale Lake in Northern 
British Columbia, ice started form- 
ing, and being unable to take off with 
the entire party, twomenwere forced 
to stay behind while one pilot took the 
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o 


Squamish, Williams Lake, Quesnel and 
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plane out. Negotiations with the Tread- 
well Yukon Co. had not yet been com- 
nsumated. Airland Mfg. Co. next got 
in touch with Frank Dorbrandt who was 
flying an International Airways plane 
from Seattle to Cordova. Dorbrandt 
reached Atlin October 26th and his 
services were secured to look for the 
Burke party. His plane was on wheels 
Dorbrandt made several trips out of 
Atlin without any results and on Nov- 
ember 3rd was joined by Pilot Wasson 
on wheels and the two planes made 
several trips out of Atlin They first 
flew over Liard Post and dropped a 
message asking the Trader to write 
in the snow whether Burke had been 
there and when he left Coming back 
later they read in the snow, ‘‘Burke 
left here Oct. 11thfor Teslin, Teslin. ’’ 
The latter name was written twice and 
should have been Atlin, but the trader 
had probably thought Burke was going 
to Teslin. This caused them to spend 
some time in futile search along the 

Jennings River which flows into Teslin 
Lake and also the Hootalinqua River 
and Quiet Lake. Dorbrandt hadto con- 
tinue on to his destination and wheels 
were getting dangerous, so Wasson 
flew back to Mayo for skis, and re- 
turned with Joe Walsh, one of the best 
woodsmen, prospectors and guides in 
the Yukon. Taking snowshoes and 
complete equipment, they left White- 
Horse, November 12th and made a 
systematic search of lakes and rivers. 
They found no trace of Burke’s plane 
until they landed at an Indian Camp on 
the Lower Liardnear the mouth of the 
Francis River, where it was reported 
to them that the Indians had seen ‘“‘big 
white swan’’ or ‘‘tin boat’”’ flying up 

the Liard River. Wasson and Walsh 
made two trips up and down the Liard 

andit was their plane that Kading and 
Martin saw on November 24th and Dec- 
ember 4th. The rescue plane was up 
against daily snowstorms in their fly- 
ing, often being forced down on small 
lakes. In many cases water would 
come up through the snow around the 
plane and they would have to cut trees 
and place them under the skis to keep 
the skis from freezing to the surface 
ofthe lakes. The snow was then waist

INCE the days when the goldrush 

fever died down, the Cariboo has 

been built on cattle and the men 
who raise them. Over its thousands of 
square miles of prairie, meadowland, 
and range, today grazeuncounted 
numbers of white-faced Herefords. 

Raising beef for the dinner tables 
of Vancouver and Seattle has become 
an industry that has made the little 
railway-inspired village of Williams 
Lake the premier cowtown of British 
Columbia. A flourishing cattlemen’s 
association has made of marketing an 
orderly business with all the effic- 
iency of any other big industry. Mech~ 
anization has reduced the work and 
increased the productivity of ranches. 

But, despite all the progress that 
has been made, one essential ingred- 
ient remains the same as it always 
was. Nothing has come along to replace 
the cowboy. 

No machine has been invented yet to 
take the place of the versatile range 
rider who mends fences, rescues 
bogged cattle, scours the timber and 


gulches for strays, faces 40 below 
weather to feed, or makes the long 
drive to railhead and market. And, 
chances are, there never will be. 

No glamorous figure is he - this 
real-life cowboy so familiar to the 
streets of Williams Lake, inhis 
battered stetson, worn Cowboy Kings, 
and scarred riding boots. Just another 
skilled workman, who likes the outdoor 
life andis willing to face all the hard- 
ships that go with it. 

But once a year the cowboy comes 
into his own in Williams Lake. Then, 
for two days as one event after another 
of the famous stampede rolls off, the 
cowboy is king. 

Bareback riding, bronc riding, wild 
cow milking, steer riding, calf roping, 
and saddle races, including the death- 
defying mountain race, make upapro- 
gram full of thrills and spills for the 
thousands of spectators who will line 
the banks of the beautiful natural bowl 
in which the Stampede is held. 

Different from all other rodeos, 
roundups, and stampedes being held

elsewhere is the Williams Lake Stam- 
pede. Here is no professional show, 
produced and directed like any other 
entertainment. 

Instead it’s a real get-together of 
honest-to-goodness cowboys who 
spend the other 363 days of the year 
pounding leather on the ranges of 
Chilcotin, the slopes of Dog Creek, or 
any one of a dozen other ranching 
districts of Cariboo. 

The competition is genuine - the 
natural rivalry of friends and neigh- 
bors. But don’t think for a minute that 
it’s any the gentler because the boys 
know each other. It works the other 
way - the result is a real hell-for- 
leather show that backs the best pro- 
fessional entertainment off the map. 
These boys ride for the fun of it and 
devil take the risks! 

Typical of the spirit shown at the 
big show was Joe Elkin’s win last year. 
The happy-go-lucky Riske Creek 
youngster topped all of them in the 
saddle bronc contest - at the tender 
age of 62! 

This year the Stampede will be held 
June 8 and 9, and president Benny 
Abbott, whose enthusiasm and energy 
revived the annual show after a war- 
time lapse, promises the 24th annual 
Stampede will be ‘‘better than ever. ”’ 

Plans have already been made and 
committes appointed. The work of 
preparation is going ahead already, 
and itisno small job getting ready for 
a show the size of this one. Before 
the lastflag comes down, and the last 
prize is given out, a large proportion 


of the town’s manpower will have been 


called onto contribute time and labor. 


Despite the work involved it will be 
worth it. For Williams Lake June 8 
and9 willbe renewing old friendships 
and making hundreds of new ones for 
the years ahead.

deep and it was necessary ot snow- 
shoe a runway in front of the plane 
before they could take off. One day 
they tried ten consecutive times to 
take off before they made it, and then 
Walsh would have to run with the plane 
and pull himself into the cabin on the 
fly. 

Having landed on a small lake near 
a cabin about 50 miles below where the 
plane was found, and learning that 
Burke’s plane had been seen passing 
that point, they took off the morning 
of November 24th, which was a clear 
day, and noticing a shadow onthe river 


and later the glint of the sun on metal, 


found the plane. They circled around 
it, saw that it was abandoned and ap- 
parently not damaged, then returned 
to White Horse, asthey could not land 
near the plane. After one more fruit- 
less effort to locate the party from the 
air, they landed on a lake about 16 
Milesfrom the Burke plane and snow- 
shoed over to it. Finding nothing but 
the notice onthe tree previously men- 
tioned. On December 4th they flew 
back to White Horse again passing near 
the lost party but seeing no sign of 
them. 

It was then thought that the Burke 
party might have fallen in with some 
Indians from Pelly Banks and been 
taken there. On December 6th they 
left White Horse, and while flying 
along the Upper Liard looking for a 
pass thru the Pelly Mountains they saw 
a smoke, circled over it and saw two 
men. Walsh kicked off a box of grub, 
but thought it fellin the river, so they 
kicked off another box, - all they had,- 
with a note written on the box, ‘‘Will 
land about 10 miles below and snow- 
shoe back. ’’ They landed on a little 
lake andimmediately startedon snow- 
shoes, taking one extra pair along. 
They ran into a heavy snowstorm but 
kept on going in the dark until they 
were convinced that they had passed 
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the camp. They ‘‘siwashed’’ it for the 
night (Yukon term for spending the 
night onthe trail withno shelter), hav- 
ing no food. The next morning they 
back-tracked and found they had 
passed within 75 yards of the camp 
without seeing it as there was no fire. 
Approaching the camp they yelled and 
were answered by a rifle shot. They 
found Kading and Martin in the camp, 
emaciated, bewhiskered but happy. 
Both boxes of food had been found. - 
Walsh then made a pair of skis for 
Kading with his axe, and Martin us- 
ing the extra pair of snowshoes, they 
proceeded back to the plane, being 
delayed by snow storms; they finally 
reached WhiteHorse, Yukon Territory 
on December 10th, 61 days after 
Burke’s plane was forced down on the 
Liard River. Martin and Kading had 
lost about 50 pounds weight each when 
rescued. They hadtwo cartridges and 
a shank of caribou leg. In a few more 
days they would have been gone. 

On December 16th Wasson and 
Walsh accompanied by Sergent Leo- 
pold of the R.C.M. Police left White 
Horse to bring in Burke’s body. They 
landed about 10 miles from the body 
and Walsh and Leopold brought the 
remains to the plane on a small to- 
while Wasson snowshoed a 
runway for the plane. They reached 
White Horse on December 19th. 

On December 20th and 22nd a Cor- 
oner’s Inquest was held at White Horse, 
which on account of the public interest, 
criticism andcomment, was made an 
occasion for a general inquiry into the 
details of the entire disaster. Inspec- 
tor W. V. Bruce of the R.C.M. P. was 
the Coronor, W.D.MacBride, Court 
reporter, W. L. Phelps K.C. Counsel 
representing Mrs. Burke, and jury 
composed of six merchants of White 
Horse. 

Witnesses examined were Dr. J. 
Whitbread, Emil Kading, Robert 
Martin, Joe. Walsh, Everett Wasson 
and Sergent Leopold. The jury brought 
in a verdict to the effect that E.J.A. 
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BURKE CATASTROPHE - concluded. 


Burke came to his death through ex- 
posure and lack of the necessities of 
life; commended Kading and Martin for 
their undoubted care of Burke, recom- 
mendedthat the proper authorities be 
asked to enact a law that planes flying 
inthe Yukon Territory, when carrying 
passengers between October 1st and 
April 1st, be required to carry 30 
pounds of concentrated food, a double 
bitted axe, rifle and not less than 50 
rounds of ammunition, andone pair of 
snowshoes for each person carried; 
also that all Pilots be given a course 
in wood craft. 
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During the course of the search it is 
estimated that Wasson and Walsh 
snowshoed around 200 miles. With con- 
tinuous snow inthe Liard Country and 
the necessity of landing on Lakes, they 
took their lives in their hands every 
trip they made. It is understood that 
the Dominion Government together 
with the Provincial Government of 
British Columbia have awarded Ev - 
erett Wasson $1500.00 and Joe. A. 
Walsh $500. 00 in appreciation of their 
efforts. Joe Walsh has gone back to 
his home in Mayo; Martin and Kading 
are in Atlin, and Everett Wasson mar- 
ried Miss Florence G. Jones of the 
White Horse Hospital staff.

Until now pulp men in B.C. have been 
mainly concerned with the production 
of newsprint and not greatly interested 
inthe production of pulp for other pur- 
poses. Hence the Celanese Company 
is going into the business of producing 
its own raw material. By combining 
chemicals with the right amount of 
spruce, hemlock, and balsam trees 
from B.C., the Cellulose plant will 
turn out pulp to be used in the man- 
ufacture of all kinds of fabrics based 


onraw pulp. For this reason the plant 
will not compete with but supplement 
other pulp and paper millsinB.C. The 
pulp produced in Prince Rupert will be 
shipped by both train and boat to Co- 
mpany refining plants in the United 
States and Mexico, but in the future, 
the Company may builda plant inB. C. 
that will refine the pulp and turn out 
finished fabrics. 

The plant marks another step in the 
advancement of industry from the 
south tothe northof B.C. and reflects 
well on the old-timers advice to ‘‘Go 
north, young man, go north. ”’

four years of adamant refusal was 
rather lame. The Board admitted to 
no fault, no breach of the Democratic 
principle of ‘‘free enterprise,’’ but 
merely stated that they had decided to 
‘*remove the Hasler Creek Coal Area 
from the overall reserve. ’’ 

No doubt members of the above 
Board felt quite expansive and satis- 
fied at what they no doubt deemed their 
‘generosity’ in allowing Hasler Creek 
Mines to again go into operation under 
the ‘permit’ system. But this is not 
good enough! True, the mine can again 
go into operation, but four years of 
unwarranted closure has meant a 
sizeable lossto the investors through 
the deterioration of equipment, build- 
ings and bridges (7 of them); the almost 
deliberate ruining of the mine interior 
by government ‘‘samplers,’’ not to 
mention the fact that four years of en- 
forced idleness has meant the (per- 
haps permanent)loss of ready markets 
being developed at the time of the 
closure order. During this four year 
interim mines inthe Hudson Hope area 
to the northwest of Hasler Creek, 
some operating ona ‘permit,’ and one 
operating on Crown Granted coal hold- 
ings (over which the Boardhasno con- 
trol) have expanded operations con- 
siderably and are supplying the entire 
market. 

But over and above everything 
looms the fact that despite again hav- 
ing a permit to operate, neither Hasler 
Creek Coal Mines nor any other mine 
operating under such a permit, has 
any SECURITY OF TENURE. What 
happened once, canhappen again, and 
again. Under such regulations there 
can be no security for investors and 
therefore no incentive to invest in, 
anddevelop, our coalresources. It is 
ridiculous for our government to ex- 
pect people to invest tens of thousands 
of dollars in opening up a coal mine 
while retaining the privilege of arbit- 
rarily putting them out of business. 
The investors shouldat least be given 
the same security as the holder of a 
Free Miners License, who for $5. 50 
is allowedto stake up to eight mineral 
claims, and who can apply for and re- 
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ceive a Crown Grant on said claims 
provided he pays $250 per claim per 
year for five years, or doesthe equiv- 


alentinworkon saidclaim or claims. 


Where lies the difference between 
coal and metallic minerals? They are 
all resources awaiting development. 
Why should not the ones who would 
develop our coal resources be given 
the same security as those who would 
exploit our metallic minerals? 

We repeat, the ‘permit’ is NOT 
GOOD ENOUGH! The very fact that in 
the same area (Peace River) the per- 
mitsof some mines were unwarrant- 
tably cancelled while others were re- 
newed, indicates high-handed des- 
crimination and arbitrarily applied 
legislation - smelling of Fascism and 
ill-befitting a country which prides it- 
self on being a Democracy. 


Private enterprise developing other 
of British Columbia’s resources is 
given reasonable security of tenure on 
the property in whichthey invest their 
money. Why, when our government 
claims to be interested in developing 
our coal resources, hamstring the 
efforts of those who would open up new 
coal fields? 


The permit system MUST go. Those 
who are willing to invest in our coal 
resources should be given the same 
security, the same opportunity, of 


acquiring permanent title.to the prop-

This licence entitles the holder to 
hunt andtake one moose, one caribou 
of each species (Osburn and Barren 
Ground), one mountain sheep ONLY 
(either White Dall or Stone Sheep) and 
one mountain goat. Of the above-men- 
tioned, only male species may be taken 
Further, one grizzly bear and one 
black or brown bear, also any number 
of wolves and coyotes. All non-res- 
ident Big Game hunters must, while 
hunting, be accompaniedby a licenced 
guide. Inrespect to export permits 
covering trophies taken out of the 
Yukon Territory, no charge is made. 
No person shall discharge any fire- 
arms withina distance of one mile 
from the centre line of the Alaska 
Highway and Haines cut-off road. 

In respect to fishing, most of the 
large lakes and streams offer the 
sportsman excellent fishing both with 
fly as well as casting and trolling. 
The following species are the most 
common sports fish: 

Arctic Grayling, Trout, Lake Trout, 
and Northern Pike. 

A non-resident fishing licence cost 
$2.00 and can be obtained at any R. 
C.M.P. Police Detachment through- 
out the Territory.

DEFINITION OF GUIDE LICENCE 
CLASSIFICATIONS. 

A First Class Guide (A) shall be one 
who has acted as guide in the Province 
for aperiod of at least three years in 
the ten years immediately preceding 
his application for a guide’s licence 
and who has suitable equipment for 
out-fitting any person desiring to hunt 
game. 

A Second Class Guide (B) shall be 
one who has acted as a guide in the 
Province for aperiodof at least three 
years in the ten years immediately 
preceding his application for a guide’s 
licence, but who cannot qualify asa 
First Class Guide. 

An Assistant Guide. .. shall be one who 
cannot qualify as a First or Second 
Guide, but is entitled to act as guide 
in the hunting of game birds or angling. 


In the following list ‘‘A’’ designates 
a First Class Guide, ‘‘B’’ a Second 
Class Guide. To have included the 


Assistant or Class ‘‘C’’ Guides, and 
to have covered the whole of the Pro- 
vince, we would have to devote the en- 
tire issue to this section, since the 
list runs to many thousands names. 
Rather than that, we have listed only 
the A and B Guides operating between 
the Hope-Princeton Highway on the 
south through to the Cariboo, Central 
B. C. andthe north country through to 
the Yukon border. To insure being 
accommodated, make your reser- 
vations early. Elsewhere on these 
pages will be found a summary of the 
Yukon Game Regulations as provided 
by Them Kjar, Director of the Yukon 
Game-Department.

away from the corpse as something 
moved behind him. He just saw the 
wolf’s head drop behind a ridge. ‘‘Hun- 
gry, eh,’’ he snarled. ‘‘Well eat 
that!’

He thrust his felts into the snow- 
shoe harness, took one bale of fur and 
as much food as he could easily pack 
fromthe sled, pocketed the cross and 
struck out.

The 
lash of the snow seared his face, and 
stung his eyes, almost cut the wind in 
his throat.

also as to species. Some American 

types, forty years old and under av- 
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erage conditions, could be expected to 
approximate the following measure- 
ments.

Eastern White Pine P. strobus) 61 8.6 
Shortleaf Pine P. echinata) 61 8.4 
Longleaf Pine P. palustris) 62 8.2 
Slash Pine P. caribaea) 73 sal

Ponderosa Pine P. ponderosa) 22 4.5 
Red Pine P. resinosa) 40 8.0 
Sugar Pine P. lambertiana) 23 2.5 
Western White Pine P. monticola) 53 4.5 


Figures such as these could be very 
misleading. ‘‘Slash’’ Pineis away out 
infront because it is very fast grow- 
but the ‘‘Sugar’’ Pine, less than half 
the size atforty years, ultimately be- 
comesfar larger. The ‘‘Queen of the 
Sierra, ’’ as John Muir calledthis spe- 
cies, may attain 240 feet in height and 
eleven feet in diameter but it will take 
the consecutive lifetimes of several 
Southern Pines to do it. ‘‘Ponderosa” 
and ‘‘White’’ Pines have been reported 
at twohundred feet. The ‘‘Merkus’’ 
Pine, from some accounts, achieves 
180 metres or aroundthe same as the 
“*Queen of the Sierra. ’’ In Europe the 
widely distributed ‘‘Scots’’ Pine will 
reach 120 feet while the beautiful 
“‘Corsican’’ Pine may penetrate an- 
other forty feet nearer the stars. In 
the Himalayas the ‘‘Bhotan’’ Pine, 
(P.excelsa) attains large dimensions.

journey behind the majority. Leav- 
ing Long Lake on June 5th, the South 
Saskatchewan was reached on the 30th, 
and Carleton House the next day. Wad- 
ingthe smaller tributaries of the Sask- 
atchewan, and building eight bridges 
from forty to one hundred feet in length 
to crossthe others, they came to Ed- 
monton on July 21st. Rumors of the 
existence of gold in the Saskatchewan 
caused them to prospect that river, 
but without material success. After 
much consideration the Yellowhead 
Pass was Selected as the line of route. 
The Red River catrs, which had been 
usedfor transport to this point, were 
abandoned and, onJuly 29th, with one 
hundred and forty horses laden with 
from one hundred andfifty to two hun- 
dred fifty pounds each, the journey was 
recommenced. Coal croppings were

(Photo:Roger Kerkham, Victoria,B.C) 


seen at various points along the Sask- 

atchewan. On August 13th the party 

got their first glimpse of the snow- 

clad Rockies, standing out in bold re- 

lief against the blue sky, and anon gli- 

stening in the sun like fleecy clouds 

upon the horizon. Following the south 

bank of the Athabasca they passed Jas- 
per onthe 19th and two days later the 

ruins of Henry House. By this time. 
their provisions were nearly exhaust- 
ed, the last of the pemmican - that non- 
descript essential of prairie travel - 
was gone, andfor meat they had to de- 
pend on their guns. 

On August 26th Tete Jaune Cache 
was reached. Here the party divided. 
The most of the horses were sent a- 
cross country towards the North 
Thompson in charge of twenty men, in- 
cluding A. Thompson, John Fannin, 
Putnam and A. L. Fortune. The re-

mainder built rafts, intending to drift 
down the treacherous Fraser. Four 

rafts,about forty feet long and eighteen 

feet wide, very strongly fastened to 

withstandthe destructive force of the 

waters, wereconstructed. They were 
fitted with rowlocks and long sweeps, 
more.to guide them than as means of 
propulsion. They were enclosed with 
railings to which the remaining an- 
imals were tied. On these unwieldy 
craft they drifted from daylight till 
dark, livinglike Mississippi rafts- 
men, andthough oft in imminent dan- 
ger in the canyons with their rapids 
and whirlpools, succeeded in reach- 
ing Fort George on September 8th, and 
Quesnel three days later. 

The party from Toronto, among 
whom whereaMr. Jones, H. Fletcher 
AlfredHandcock, W. Carpenter, and 
R. H. Alexander, were behindthe main 
party. Instead of making a raft, they 
obtained canoes and commenced the 
descent of the Fraser. Arriving at the 
Grand Canyon, Messrs. Carpenter and 
Alexander undertook to run the canoe 
through, whilst the others portaged the 
goods. In mid-stream the canoe cap- 
sized. Carpenter seemed stunned, 
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_made no effort to save himself and 


sank immediately. Mr. Alexander, 
however, succeeded in reaching shore 
after great exertions - one of the very 
few instances of escape from the 
deadly embrace of the Fraser’s ice- 
cold waters. Carpenter had some 


strange presentiment of his approach- 
ing end; in examining his effects, his 
diary was found to contain this last 
entry: ‘‘Arrived at the Grand Canyon 


ran the canyon, and was drowned. ”’ 

Those who, leavingthe larger body, 
travelled by the North Thompson had 
similar experiences. Progress by land 
being slow and difficult, they also built 
rafts and essayed to float down that 
turbulent stream. They lost two of 
their number by drowning in attempt- 
ing to run its dangerous rapids. 

Amongst the overland arrivals in 
these expeditions were Dr. Stevenson, 
Thomas McMicking, R. B. McMicking, 
Archibald McNaughton, John Bowron, 
G.C. Tunstall, J.A. Mara, James 
Wattie, W. Fortune,and R. H.Alexander. 

Viscount Milton and Dr.W.B.Cheadk, 
who crossed by the Yellowhead Pass in 
1863, followed the steps of the Thom- 
pson River detachment from Tete 
Jaune Cache to the place where the 
the latter had killed their animals and 
embarked on their rafts. The uncolor- 
ed, yet graphic description which they 
give of their difficulties in following 
their predecessors on the land journey 
down the North Thompson affords a 
clear view of the stupendous difficul- 
ties which these pioneers faced and 
overcame. 

The experiences of the other oarties 
intheir attempts to descendthe Fraser 
were similar to those already given. 
The rapids and canyons claimed their 
toll. The small Rennie party were par - 
ticularly unfortunate. In a canyon about 
a hundred miles above Fort George 
their canoes were upset andtheir pro- 
visions lost, though they escaped after 
great injury from exposure. The river 
being full of floating ice, two of the 
mimber volunteered to go for aid, leav- 
ing the other three with the remainder 
of the foodby the river side. When aid 
reached the spot, the three were dead. 
Gruesome stories circulated, regard- 
ing the circumstances of their death, 
but the truth remains a mystery,known 
only to the pines of the forest which 
encircled the scene. 
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
